The City of New Orleans, Department of Public Works and
Sewerage & Water Board began a full reconstruction

project on Bourbon Street from St. Louis to Dumaine A Stronger, sa ferl

streets (500-800 blocks) on September 17, 2018.

The City is roughly seventy percent complete with the

project; the contractor has fully reconstructed the roadway

between St. Louis and Orleans streets (500-700 blocks)

with upsized drainage, a better sewer system, new

sidewalks and new, smoother pavement. Additionally, the lighting and security have been upgraded between St.
Louis and St. Peter streets. Entergy Gas and Entergy Electric have also completed upgrades to their services in
those blocks.

The $9.5 million cost-shared project, which is anticipated to run through fall 2019, was designed by Mott McDonald,
LLC and is being constructed by Hard Rock Construction, LLC. Project partners include Entergy Electric, Entergy Gas,
Cox Communications and AT&T.

Demobilization for Southern Decadence

Like the demobilization for Mardi Gras, the contractor will completely demobilize all labor and materials, including
fencing, from the site and temporarily backfill any trenches by close of business on Wednesday, August 28. The
contractor will resume operations on Tuesday, September 3.

Bollard Installation
Installation of the moveable bollard system that will enhance public safety in the 500-700 blocks of Bourbon Street
will begin in the September timeframe. For more information on the Matador Bollard System, click here.

500 Block (St. Louis to Toulouse)
All major construction, with the exception of the bollard installation, has been completed on this block.

600 Block (Toulouse to St. Peter)
All major construction, with the exception of the bollard installation and an Entergy lateral duct bank, has been
completed on this block.

700 Block (St. Peter to Orleans)
All major construction, with the exception of the bollard installation, has been completed on this block.

Roadway Closure - 750 Block (Orleans to St. Ann)

All major construction, with the exception of the bollard
installation, has been completed on this block. Business owners
are reminded to wait for approximately one more week before
hosing down the new slate / bricks. NOTE: There will be a future
conduit installation on the riverside sidewalk that calls for
removing approximately 10 feet of slate.

Roadway Closure - 800 Block (St. Ann to Dumaine)

Crews are scheduled to complete the final waterline tie-in on
Monday between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. NOTE: This activity will cause
a temporary interruption of water service on Bourbon between St.
Ann and Dumaine streets.

Roadway Closure - Dumaine Intersection and Partial 900 Block Closure
Crews completed the concrete pour in the Dumaine intersection and 900 block yesterday. The intersection and 900
block will reopen to vehicular traffic this weekend.

Roadway Closure - St. Ann Reconstruction between Dauphine and Bourbon streets

The block is closed to vehicular traffic until Sunday to safely accommodate work; it is open to pedestrian traffic.
Residents and commuters should anticipate intermittent roadway closures daily between 8 a.m. and sunset while
Entergy Gas and Entergy Electric complete their work. The City / SWBNO are in the process of designing the sewer,
water and drainage work for this block. Once work begins in the October timeframe, the block will be fenced off;
specific scheduling details will follow in a future update.

Entergy Electric & Gas

Entergy Electric and Entergy Gas are upgrading their facilities on St. Ann between Dauphine and Bourbon streets.
Residents and commuters should anticipate intermittent roadway closures daily between 8 a.m. and sunset while
Entergy Gas and Entergy Electric complete their work.
